Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Letters fails to teach high frequency heating of nnetaltic fillers, however, Letters teaches using H.F. heating to cause 
the solder, a metallic filler, to melt and spread along the shaft effecting the joining of the members (col. 3, lines 2-3). Applicant argues that 
Letters fails to teach a focused infrared ray, however the examiner has not relied on the teachings of Letters for this limitation and the 
argument is therefore moot. Applicant argues that Sikka et al fails to teach an infrared heating method for joining metallic parts, however, 
Sikka discloses that IR heating in accordance with his invention can be used with any material including conductive (e.g. metals) (col, 13, 
lines 42-45). Therefore, there is a reasonable expectation of success in the combination of Letters and Sikka. Furthermore, Sikka 
teaches a focused infrared ray as discussed in the previous office action. 
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
